than the open ocean. ‘The value of salt de- 
pends upon its degree of purity but it is 
rarely obtained chemieally pure. 

Common salt is composed in the propor- 
tion of one atom of chlorine gas combined 
with one atom of the mineral sodium, the 
former forming sixty parts by weight. 
Chlorine is a heavy, greenish colored gas. 
having «a suffocating odor and 
breathed freely may be destructive of life. 
It is a powerful bleaching and disinfecting 
agent and common salt owes its disinfect- 
ing and preserving qualities tothe presence 
of this gas. It is also the presence of chlor- 
ine that gives the greenish tint to the wa- 
ters of the ocean. United with hydrogen 
it forms one of the most powerful acids 
known as hydrochloric acid. Sodium is a 
yellowish metallic element soft like wax 
and lighter than water. United with va- 
rious substances, this mineral forms many 
well known compounds. With carbonic 
acid it forms the carbonate of soda or the 
common baking powder; with sulphuric 
acid it forms the sulphate of soda or Epsom 
salts; with boracie acid it forms the borate 
of soda or common borax and with chlorine 
it forms common salt. One hundred parts 
of cold water will dissolve about thirty-five 
parts of salt and hot water will dissolve 
only a trifle more, though it operates more 
rapidly. Salt is a little more than twice as 
heavy as water.

The English formerly 
made use of a salve compounded of white 
arsenic and corrosive sublimate (chlorid of 
mercury), carefully opening the wool and 
applying the ointment in small quantities | 
directly to the skin and rubbing it in with 
the finger. 


Others have preferred tobacco | 
smoke, claiming it to be equally effective | 
ind involving much less danger. The | 
sheep should be held in such a way that the

Fum-| 
igators have been made to take the place | 
of the bellows, and one advertised in this | 
paper is said to be the most efficient of any 
inuse.

Salt. 


While all are familiar with some of the 
‘ore important properties and uses of com- 
‘non salt, a substance so important to the 
household economy, and so widely distrib- 
wed and cheap as to be within the reach of 
rich and poor alike, yet there are those 
doubtless, who are unacquainted with its 
chemical composition, its medical proper- 
Ges and also with the chief sources of sup- 
by. It is a substance essential to the 
health of man and animals, and is also a 
Valuable fertilizer. No mineral substance 
's SO generally distributed over the face and 
also in the interior of the earth, but if it 
could be found nowhere else, the ocean 
Would afford an inexhaustible supply for 
alltime, Ip fact, the ocean is the great 
Ppository of this mineral compound, about

salt which exists in mines and is easily ac- 
Of the 30,000,000 bushels of salt 
annually consumed in this country, a large 
portion is imported especially from Cana- 
da. One of the most extensive 
in the world is situated near Cracrow in 
Poland. It extends over a space two miles 
in length by one in width and is one thou- 
sand feet deep. England which is the 
largest exporter of salt of any country in 
the world, obtains it mostly from mines and 
salt springs. The article known as Liver- 
pool salt and largely used in this country. 
is obtained in Cheshire, England. from 
wells from two to three hundred feet in 
depth.

In tropical countries where evaporation 


goes on very rapidly. salt is largely manu-| 


factured from sea water which is conduct- 
ed into shallow reservoirs and left there to 


evaporate. This is a very cheap process as 


the sun performs a large share of the labor. | 


In other places. in higher latitudes. the sea 
water or brine from wells is evaporated by 
artificial heat in shallow pans. In north- 
ern Europe, salt is manufactured by expos- 
ing sea water to intense cold. the ice which 
forms being nearly pure, a concentrated 
brine remains which is evaporated by arti- 
ficial heat. Salt of excellent quality and 
considerable quantity is manufactured in 


| Ohio and Michigan. but the supply from 
| these sources. is but a small part of the) 


demand. Salt that contains three per cent 


of impurities is unfit for dairy or table use | 


or for the preservation of meats, especially 
if the impurities consist of the chloride of 
lime or magnesia, particularly the form- 
er which is a well-known caustic and dis- 


| infectant. 


The greater part of the salt consumed is 
for the preservation of meat and fish. and 


enormous quantities are used for these pur-| 


poses, inall parts of the civilized world. 
Not a little is used for dairy purposes and 


for seasoning the food of man: a still larg- 


er amount Is given to cattle and sheep. and 
in many places it is used as a fertilizer. 


Large quantities are also used in the man- 


ufacture of soda. In this process, the 


chlorine is replaced either by carbonic or} 


sulphurie acid according as carbonate or 
Salt is a most 


| important article in our domestic economy. | 
It is a relish for our food and a conservator | 


of our health. Without it. we could not 


utilize our great resources for the supply | 


of butter and meat, nor turn to any great 


|} account the vast food supply drawn from | 


the depths of the sea. The same kind 
Providence which filled the sea with fish 


| for the food of man, also supplied the wa- 
ters of the sea with the means of rendering | 
this food palatable and also with the means | 


of preserving it. The saline properties of 


sea water, render the ocean the great dis-| 


infectant and purifier of the earth, thereby 


| rendering it habitable to man and beast. 
We can Hardly come to regard salt as a} 
| medicine, and yet it is one of the most im- 
portant of all the remedies either in the} 


mineral or vegetable kingdom, and but for 
the fact that we use it to season our food, 
and have become thoroughly familiar with 
its various uses, it would be one of the 
most potent remedies known to the phys- 
ician. It is a valuable remedy in dyspepsia 
and given in considerable quantities will 
check hemorrhage from the lungs. It is 
also a valuable remedy for intermittent 
fever. In small doses it is a stimulant and 
tonic, and in large doses it operates as a 
purgative and emetic. It is a necessary 
stimulus in health, entering readily into 
the blood and escaping by the kidneys. 
Its inordinate use may induce plethora, in- 
creasing the weight and strength of the 
body. Its importance to animals is shown 
in the avidity with which they will eat it, 
after having been some time deprived of 
it. Manalso feels the need of it and the 
demand of the system for it is second only 
to that for food and water. The consump- 
tion of salt in this country increases in the 
same ratio as our population. In 1870, the 
amount manufactured in the United States 
was seventeen million bushels, a deficiency 
of thirteen million bushels which had to be 
imported. ‘The manufacture has consid- 
erably increased since that time, but no 
more than the population, and we still are 
and probably always shall be large import- 
ers of salt. An effort is now being made 
in Congress to place salt on the free list of 
importations, and it ought to be done. 
Stock should be supplied with salt with 
great regularity, both in summer and win- 
ter. It is essential to their health, as it is 
a preventive of disease. They seem in-

need and when a constant supply is kept 
before them or where they can obtain it at 
will, they will never consume enough to 
hurt them. ‘The quantity of salt allowed 
to sheep in Spain, is twenty-five quintals to 
a thousand sheep during the summer. Lord 
Somerville allowed a ton of salt to a thou- 
sand sheep and found they consumed most 
in spring and fall, and at these seasons it 
was most useful to them as a protection 
against disease. The celebrated Curwen 
said: ‘Before I commenced giving my 
cattle salt, my farrier’s bill was £58 per 
year, and since I have freely used salt I 
have never paid in any .one year over five 
shillings.” The best butter salt now in use 
is doubtless the Higgins and the Ashton’‘s 
Factory Filled. We have tried both and 
find it difficult to determine which is best. 
Either is good enough and as nearly chem- 
ically pure as itis possible for salt to be: 
the former is an English product and the 
latter an American.

Maine State Agricultural Socicty. 


A meeting of the above Society which 
Was quite well attended, was holden in 
Room No. 24. at the State House on Thurs- 
,day evening of last week. The object 
of the meeting was to see if the Society 
would instruct the Trustees to locate the 
Fairs of the Society for a term of years. 
President Prince of ‘Turner presided and 
the call for the meeting was read by Secre- 
tary Dennison. The object of the meeting 





as stated above. was then explained by the 
President. and the question was thoroughly 
discussed by Gen. ‘Tilton, President Prince 
and Messrs. North, Libby, Sturgis. Den- 
ison, Walker and others. The sense of the 
meeting was then expressed by the unani- 
mous passage of the following votes: First. 
that the trustees be authorized to locate the 
Fair of this Society for a term of not over 
five years, at such place or places as may. 
in their judgment, be best for the interests 
of the Society. Second. that the trustees 
be requested to confer with the several 
towns and cities in respect to a location of 
the Society's fairs in order that’ such in- 
ducements may be offered the Society to 
locate them for aterm of time, as may be 
agreed upon. 


On motion of Mr. Hight of Skowhegan. | 


voted that the Society tender their thanks 
to the proprietors of the MAINE FARMER 
for the very liberal Special Wheat Premi- 
ums offered by them through the Society. 
to the farmers of Maine. for the season of 
1879. That we are unable to approximate 
in dollars and cents its value. but believe 
it must be thousands of dollars, while at 
the same time, it has developed a better 
and much more thorough cultivation of 
| this important crop. 

| Mr. Libby of Portland offered the fol- 
lowing: That the Legislature be request- 
ed to make an annual appropriation of four 
| hundred dollars to be awarded by the State 
Agricultural Society as special premiums 
on wheat and corn, as follows, viz: One 
hundred dollars forthe best acre. $50 for the 
second best acre. and $50 each for the best 
five acres of wheat and Indian corn respec- 
tively, grown in the State the ensuing year, 
}as such an appropriation will stimulate the 
farmers of Maine to a largely increased 
The objects for which the meet- 
ing was called having been accomplished, 
the meeting was adjourned without date. 
The trustees held a meeting at the Cony 
House inthe evening, for the purpose of 
revising the premium list.

We regret to learn that our esteemed 
friend W. H. Pearson of Vassalboro recent- 
ly had the misfortune to fall through a 
scuttle in a shed. striking upon the ice be- 
neath and quite severely injuring his head 
and side. but are glad to learn that he is 
improving. 

The proposition for a re-organization of 
the Board of Agriculture now pending be- 
fore the Legislature, reduces the number 
of members to one from each county, and 
the President and Professor of Agriculture 
of the State College are to be ex officio 
members. The Board will thus be made 
up of eighteen persons. 

The New York Times fears it sees a 
cloud in the financial skies. The imports 
of the United States advanced $82,000,000 
in 1879 over 1878, and the exports advanced 
$20,000,000. But the favorable balance fell 
off $56,000,000. Nothing is more cer- 
tain,” it says, “than a reaction in foreign 
trade; first, toward a restoration of the 
balance, and then toward an excess of im- 
ports.”

On taking up the MAINE FARMER this! 
week the first article that caught my eye 
was the one with the above heading in the 
Woman's column. I do not usually read 
that one first, but Clarissa Potter's articles 
are always interesting, and generally prof- 
itable reading; still, I must say. this time 
I was terribly disappointed: I never got 
such a set back in my life, for it was with 
joyfuj anticipations that the article was en- 
tered upon. but the ending was attended 
with sensations blacker and more disagree- 
able than the bread she writes about, What

ails the woman? Either she wrote that | 
piece on Monday in the midst of suds and | 
dirt. or she got up wrong. and Simon too, | 
for that matter. and the children were | 
cross and raised Cain, generally. Poor} 
woman. I pity her. It is very evident that | 
she is sick. but it is to be hoped that she 
will be better after throwing off such a tre- 


was green, slimy and pasty. It couldn't 
have been good. clean, honest wheat, that | 
such bread as Clarissa Potter speaks of. | 
was made from :don‘t you believe it.farmers 
of Maine. not one of you. Good clean.| 
sound wheat ground into flour by a zood | 
mill, and manipulated by a first class cook, | 
will make nice white and palatable bread i 
every time. and as the boys say. don't you | 
forget it either. We have used nothing | 
this winter in our own family but home | 
| made bread. and we were saying to-night} 
| at the tea-table how we wished we could} 
|send Clarissa some of it: how those sad 
| beautiful eyes of hers would open and} 
sparkle, (it is taken for granted that she} 
| has beautiful eves) and all the black spirits | 
that entered through them into her soul} 
would take their departure. and hope and 
joy would once more reign triumphant. 
Now the articles from the pen of Clarissa 
Potter are always welcome and pleasing to 
me, for she sees and writes about things in | 
a beautiful way. and even in the present | 
ease. her article is not at all uninteresting: 
it only serves to bring out more clearly 
the fact that this life is full of mysteries 
and incongruities. which I will speak of pres- 
ently. We have had in our own experience 
with bread made from home raised wheat a 
moderate share of bad luck. and know how 
to sympathize with the writer of the arti- 
cle in question. Were it not for this, and 
a further sincere desire to help the woman 
out of her difficulty. and to defend Maine 
grown wheat from any and all assaults. I 
should not have noticed the article or said 
aword. The real difficuity is not with 
Clarissa in all probability ; one who knows 
how to write well, ought certainly to know 
how to cook well, or do any thing else well. 
We must look for the cause of the trouble 
in another direction. viz.: In the cutting 
and curing of the grain. A great deal de- 
pends upon that. If cut in the right time 
and properly cured and threshed when per- 
fectly ripe. there would be no need of turn- 
ing the grain from bin to bin to prevent 
must. unless in very warm weather. We 
did not thresh our wheat this year (usually 
done in August) until the last of Novem- 
ber; it was immediately put into bins and 
sugar barrels, and left undisturbed till 
wanted. No trouble about it whatever. 
It makes the best of flour. and when mixed 
with milk the bread is full as light and 
white as that made from the best 
boughten flour. Now just as likely as not 
the trouble is with Simon: he may be one 
of these easy sort of men to whom it 
doesn’t make a bit of difference whether it 
rains or shines. When he gets ready to 
eut his grain perhaps it is going to storm. 
and just as he is ready to rake or bundle it. 
the storm comes and drenches the over- 
ripe grain, and before that is fairly dried 
out. there comes another rain, and finally 
it goes into the barn somewhat damp. Of 
course the grain is injured badly. and it is 
impossible for any one to make good bread 
from the same. Or ifthe grain be cut be- 
fore it is fully ripe, as in most cases it 
should be. and then not properly cured. 
but put into the barn green and damp. it 
will surely mold and be musty, and make 
just such bread as Clarissa tells about. 
Again, a great deal of wheat is carried to 
mill that has a large sprinkling of barley 
and oats in it. and of course nice bread can- 
not be made from the flour. This may not 
have been the cause of the trouble in the 
present case, for she speaks of being par- 
ticular to clean the seed before sowing. 
This life is full of strange mysteries and 
opinions most unaccountably opposed to 
each other. You may feel assured that a 
certain object is white and call it so. but 
somebody is just as sure to call it black or 
blue or green. Did you ever attend an ag- 
ricultural meeting and notice the many 
opinions, and how widely some will differ 
on some simple thing where all ought 
seemingly to agree: for instance. on the 
»yroductiveness and mealiness of a particu- 
be kind of potato. or the hardiness ofa 
certain variety of grape or apple. or the 
proper time to prune? These differences 
of opinion are often so extreme as to ap- 
pear almost ludicrous and childish. and yet 
they are perfectly natural; they do not 
happen simply because we do not see 
things alike, but because our experiences 
are so varied. Let me illustrate the idea 
ina homely way. Take the Light Brahma 
fowls, one of the best breeds. perhaps. ever 
introduced into this country; to me they 
were the poorest and most unprofitable of 
fowls, while to my neighbor close by. they 
have proved the best and most profitable 
breed. Why this is I cannot tell. Neither 
ean I tell why some have failed to make | 
good bread from home raised wheat. ‘The 
act stands uncontroverted. But it does 
not discourage me at all, and I hope it will 
not any one. from raising wheat. My ad- 
vice is, raise all you can. W. P. A.

Renovating old Fields. 


In former communications I have tried 
to explain how to bring old fields that have 
been run out by cropping, to the natural 
state. I will now try to show how to man- 
age or bring to, those lands that are too 
stony to plow; also swamps that don't af- 
ford more than five hundred of feed per acre. 
I had a piece, ploughed it when there was 
a chance to plough it, and where it was all 
covered with stone, I put on a crew of 
men carting stone four days and leveled it 

. I then went into the swamp and cart- 
ed dirt four days on the stone, and kept 
one man two weeks, made open drains 
where they were needed, then ploughed 
and harrowed until the sods were made 
fine. I then sowed it to clover without, 


grain, The 27th of August put sheep and

|then seeded it again without grain. 


ital cust of seventeen dollars per head. 


lambs on it. the clover was as high as their 
The next winter was a hard win- 
ter for clover. it winter killed in places, 


| but there was, however. enough went to 


seed, to seed it again. I ploughed a part 
of it again. but couldn't get it to suit me, 
I got 
feed enough to pay for seeding. and had 
the clover sod to turn under. I sowed it to 
winter wheat and found that I sowed it to 
clover once too many times. It was too 
rich. I ploughed about one acre of the re- 
maining part. sowed one bushel of winter 
wheat, and got ten bushels, got this from 
about one-half of it. and on the other half 
got grass. Last spring I thought I would 
plough the rest of it to sow to wheat and 
oats: it was so stony that it couldn't be 
ploughed, that is, to any amount; plough- 


from July 1st to the close. In planting the 
potatoes a fair portion of home made phos- 
phate was applied in the hills. This is a 
powerful fertilizer and far reaching, but 
we have no comparative standard by which 
to state its value. ‘The land was again 
ploughed in the fall of 1878, this time to a 
depth of about six inches. In the sprin 

of 1879 it was well worked with a Randall 
harrow as early as it was safe to put the 
teams on. the underdrained portions being 
ready first, and sowed with about three 
bushels per acre of two rowed White Bar- 
ley, with grass seed, from the tenth to the 
fifteenth of May.

Barley. 


In reply to Mr. J. Z. Swanton of Orient. 
who inquires concerning the making of 
our barley crop of last season, I will say 
that we can speak only in general terms. 
No minute records were kept of the amount 
and quality of dressing applied, nor of the 
exact area devoted to this crop. The rais- 
ing of barley is an incidental in our system 
of rotation of coarse crops, the main ob- 
jects being hay and potatoes. This fullows 
from the fact that we farm with a view to 
meet the direct wants of the institution, 
and not for the general market. Taking 
the land. which is clay loam, some portions 
being quite flat. from the sward. the main 
facts are substantially as follows: When 
broken the land was producing an average 
of about one ton of hay per acre. The 
area was about eighteen acres. The flat 
clay portion being some eight acres. This 
section is greatly improved by a partial 
system of underdrainage, partial in the 
sense that. as a rule. the main lines of 
drains only have been constructed. Later- 
als have been run in some places, but not 
sufficiently to call the drainage complete. 
On these underdrained portions water 
formerly stood above the surface during 
the haying season, and the crop was mostly 
a coarse water grass of small value. While 





the underdrainage is not thorough. the 
drains existing were designed as trunk 


lines, in no place less than four feet deep. 
and of such size and construction that their 
effectual influence reaches a large area. and 
the whole basin tracts are greatly benefit- 
ted. These underdrained portions bore by 
far the best portions of the crop. and it was 
a pleasure to look upon it at any time in 
the season. The land was broken to an 
average depth of eight inches in the fall of 
1877. During the following winter about 
eight cords per acre of green manure was 
hauled on, and early in the spring it was 
spread upon the frost. This manure was 
of various qualities, some being from the 
neat stock, some from horses and swine, 
and some from our sewage vats.

MAINE AND NEw YorK TREES. A cor-| 
respondent of the Farmer, *W.,” tells us 
that he bought thirteen fruit trees from a 
| Maine nursery, set them out in the fall, 
jand that only one. a pear tree, lived from 
the top. The following spring he set out 
as many New York trees with the same 
care and the same advantages of location. 
and they all lived but one. I have fol- 
lowed the nursery business for twenty-five 
years, and find it extremely hazardous to 
set out trees inthe autumn. There are fa- 
vorable locations in Maine where apple 
trees will survive the winter when set out 
| in the fall, and where New York trees will 
| do as well as Maine trees but there are few 
|such places. The Maine nurseries are 
sifted out by winter killing the tender va- 
rieties of seedlings, while the New York 
trees have a larger percentage of such ten- 
der trees. If we could get only the hardy 
varieties of New York trees it would be 
safe to venture upon them, but we cannot 
know which are the hardy ones till they 
have been tested by our winters. We can 
get known hardy varieties of grafted trees 
from southern varieties. but they are graft- 
ed on New York seedlings. My orchards 
contain many New York but I have 
met with great loss in raising them. Some- 
times hardy varieties have flourished well 
for vears, and then a severe winter has 
killed the whole tree, reot and branches. 01 
rather, the root has been killed below the 
place of grafting. so that the top has with- 
ered away after partially or wholly leaving 
out in the spring. W. says his Maine trees 
did net live from the top. That is often 
my experience with fall planted trees, but 
in that case I find that a shoot starting at 
or near the ground becomes a large tree

six months. In 1848 the annual subserip- 
tion was reduced to $2 where it has since 
remained and the stockholders voted to as- 
sess themselves $1 a year for each share 
and upon its payment depends the share- 
holder's right to use the books of the li- 
brary. This system gives an annual in- 
come, sufficient to pay all current expen- 
ses and add each year to the number of 
volumes. The library has had many val- 
uable donations of books. In 1859 the late 
John Merrick gave a valuable collection and 
in 1860 Mr. Charles Vaughan. gave a brick 
store on Water street. the rental of which 
is devoted to the purchase of books. 

In 1866 a charter was obtained from the 
State incorporating a Library Building As- 
sociation. The first year of the existenve 
of the association sume three thousand 
dollars was subseribed by former and 
(then) residents of Hallowell. fifteen hun- 
dred dollars of this amount being given by 
the members of the Merrick family. The 
same year the association purchased a lot 
of land on the corner of Central and Mid- 
le streets. Tiere the matter rested for ten 
years, when in 1876 the association was re- 
organized under the name of the » Ladies 
Building Association” with the following 
choice of officers: Vresident, Mrs. Dr. 
De Wolf Smith; Secretary, Miss Annie 8S. 
Page; ‘Treasurer, Miss Mary Moody; Ex- 
ecutive Committee. Mrs. Henry Harding. 
Miss Lucy Emmons. Miss Emma Hubbard, 
Miss Harriet 5. Morgridge and Miss Sophia 
Gilman, ‘These ladies possessed with en- 
ergy, executive ability, and animated by a 
pure desire to benefit their townspeople. 
determined that the library which was con- 
stantly increasing in size should havea 
suitable repository. which should be a mon- 
ument to the culture, refinement and in- 
telligence of the citizens. 

In 1878, owing to the generosity of the 
leading citizens of Hallowell and many of 
the former residents, the ladies had secured 
a sufficient fund to warrant the commence- 
ment of a building. Mr. Alexander Cur- 
rier of Hallowell, originated a design for 
the building which was accepted and the 
foundations laid that year, by the Hal- 
lowell Granite Company. The site which 
was purchased in 1866 had been increased 
in size and greatly improved by the par- 
chase of an adjoining lot. Under the di- 
recting of the association and Mr. Currier, 
the Hallowell Granite Company have con- 
structed a building at a cost of $6,500, 
which will rank as a model for a small li- 
brary building for all time. The main 
building is 27!gx41 feet, with a porch 6x10 
feet; heighth of main walls, inside, 1615 
feet. Itis built of rough and hammered 
granite and is a building of great attractive- 
ness and artistic taste combined with 
adaptability for the uses for which it was 
constructed. — 

It was modeled by a Hallowell man, con- 
structed by Hallowell workmen of Hal- 
lowell material, paid for by the liberality 
of Haowell people, and will stand .as a 
memorial, testifying to the generosity. the 
virtue and the wisdom of all who have been 
instrumental in causing its erection. The 
-entire cost of the building and lot is $8,300 
and it is all paid for with the exception of 
afew -hundred dollars. The association 
will be kept alive until the debt is extin- 
guished, when it will become the property 
of the Hallowell Social Library. The 
building will be dedicated this (Thursday) 
evening, when an address feviewing the

In Gardiner, Hon, D. C. Palmer 
was clected Mayor, receiving every vote 
Mr. Palmer was elected in 1872 in 
the same flattering manner.

Confederate States ; the Five Per Cent Land 
Warrant bill was defeated.——The Star 
Service Deticiency bill was debated in the 
House. On Thursday the Senate, after 
listening to eulogies on the late Senator 
Houston, adjourned out of respect to his 
memory.— A joint resolution reaflirming 
the Monrve doctrine in connection with the 
proposed Interoceanic Canal, was offered 
in the Iouse, and referred; the Star Route 
Deficiency bill was debated and passed. 
On Friday the Senate passed the bill to ad- 
mit. free of duty, contributions for the re- 
lief of colored emigrants; the Five Per 
Cent Land Warrant bill was postponed un- 
til December: amendments were proposed 
to the Star Route Deficiency bill. The 
House finally passed the new rules in Com- 
mittee of the Whole; Mr. Weaver had his 
financial resolutions’ read, and made a 
speech on them.——On Monday the Presi- 
dent sent a message to Congress in regard 
to certain unsettled claims of Spanish in- 
habitants of Florida. Senator Hoar spoke 
onthe distribution of the Geneva Award. 
Senators Randolph and Logan made 
speeches on the Porter case. A large 
number of bills were introduced in the 
Itouse. Mr. Weaver vainly endeavored to 
get his resolution before the House. On 
‘Tuesday Mr. Hoar sulsnitted the following 
resolution, which was adopted: That the 
Committee on Judiciary be instructed to 
inquire and report whether American citi- 
zens are arrested or imprisoned for the ex- 
ercise of their constitutional right to peti- 
tion this body concerning a matter of great 
public interest, namely, the title to a seat 
in this body of a senator from the State of 
which they are citizens; the committee to 
send for persons and papers and to admin- 
ister oaths. 
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DwURiInG the last fourteen years. while 
our government has been reducing its debt 
and replacing its bonds by those bearing a 
lower rate of interest, thus proving its 
gaining credit, all the European States, 
Holland and Great Britain exeepted, have 
added to their financial burdens. A Ger- 
man authority shows that they have been 
nearly doubled, the aggregate increase be- 
ing from £2,626,000,000 to £4,324.000.000. 
Were there a reasonable assurance of the 
continuance of peace this might be endur- 
ed, but all the while the expenditures for 
military purposes have been increasing, 
and war, which is liable to break out at 
any time, bids defiance to all economical 
considerations. We do not wonder that 
foreign capital is seeking American invest- 
ment, or that the disposition to emigrate 
fis reaching the more prosperous classes. 
The ouly surprise is that both these influ- 
ences are not more powerful than they are 
yet.

THE United States Consul at Liverpool, 
England, has recently communicated to 
the State Department some valuable stat- 
istics, from which we glean the following : 
The exports from the United States to 
Great Britian the past year exceeded those 
of 1878 by over $55,000,000. This increase 
was chiefly in breadstuffs and cattle; of 
the latter, 78.803 were exported, also, 58,- 
567 sheep. These statistics exhibit the re- 
vival of trade between this country and 
Great Britain.
